together with the date, 1803; and, upon the 
fuith of this ivscription, it was determined that 
the performance should be ‘Yoceived. Some 
doubts, however, stil) remaining, tho catslogues 
were inspected, and it was found -thet a 
painting, dese: iptive of tho same story, had been 
axhibited by Mr. Westin 1776. This led to-o 
second and more minute examination of the 
picture; the resalt of which was that the date 
1776 was discovered in an obscore corner im- 
perfectly otliters‘ed. Tho “members of. the
